Senigaglia, he notify’d itto the Pope, who there- 
upon order’d all poffible Precautions to be taken for pre- 
venting a Dearth of Provifions in the Ecclefiatti 
State. The Corpfe of the late Duke of Buckingham, 
after being embalm’d and put in a Coffin lin’d with red 
Velvet, was put on board a Ship at Ripa Grande on 
the 17th, to be brought to London. 

Other Advices from Italy fay, that on the very Day 
the Blockade of Mantua was raifed, the neighbouring 
Peafants in great Numbers crouded in with rheir Pro- 
vifions, and that after the Spaniards had evacuated 
Offiglia, the Poft was immediately taken up by Croa- 
tians, whom when two Companies of French Grena- 
diers foand there, they only flay’d there one Night, 
and then retir’d.

that had a mind to accompany him ; and that the faid 
General accordingly went thither at Noon, from the 
Caftle of St. Martin de Bozolo, with a Retinue which 
was both fplendid and numerous, and was faluted by a 
general Difcharge of the Cannon from their Ramparts. 
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They write from Trent, that the Count de Kheven- 
huller, who is Commander in Chief of the Emperor's 
pain that Country, having received Orders from 
jenna to ceafe Hottilities againit the Troops of Spain, 
in hopes they wil! do the like, till they have Orders to 


‘the contrary ; he accordingly fignify'd the faid Order

Letters of the 22d ult. from Milan fay, that the 
French have reftored the Duke of Modena to the 
Roflcfion of.bis Dominions. 

The Letters from Italy add, that the News 
of the Treaty concluded between the Courts of 
France and Vienna, has determined Don Carlos to put 
off his Tour to Parma; and that feveral of the People 
taken up on Sufpicion of a Plot againft his Perfon, par- 
ticularly ‘Torres the famous Baaker, are fet at Liberty. 
—— = They add, that Rivarola and Imperiali, the new 
Commiffioners appointed by the Republick of Genoa, 
to repair to Corfica, refufe to execute their Commiflion, 
for fear of the Refentment of the Family and Friends of 
Pimelli, the Governor of that Ifland. -— That two 
Companies of Catalan Miquefets have deferted the Spa- 
nith Army, and lifted in the Emperor’s Service in 


" ‘Tyrol ; and that fince his Troops returned to the 


Mantuan, the Prince of Saxe-Hilbourghaufen, by whom 
a Part of them is commanded, has fettled his Quarters 
at Oftiglia on the Po, near the Spanifh Troops. 

The laft Advices from Petersburg fay, that all the 
late Reports of an Expedition intended againft Afoph, 
are without Foundation, the Court of Ruffia having no 
Defign to fall out with the Turks, fo long as they give 
her no juft Occafion ; but as to the Tartars, who have 
made Incurfions on the Ruffian Frontiers, the Czarina 
has fent a Body of Troops towards Crim Tartary to be 
revenged on them, and to hinder them from making 
any more fach Incurfions. 

Some Advices by this Mail from Madrid fay, that 
the News of the figning of the Preliminaries for a 
Peace between the Emperor and the King of France, 
has occafjoned an univerfal Joy among the People,who 
hope their Court will accede to them ; but whether ’tis 
certain that his Catholick Majefty had a Defign to ab- 
dicate the Crown again, but was difluaded from it by 
the Queen, as they write from Bruflels, is what we 
cannot pretend to determine. 

“They write from Portugal, that every thing continues 
quiet on the Spanifh Frontier, and that Sir John Norris 
has hir’d a Houfe at Bellem near Lisbon for the whole 
Winter Seafon. They write that the Effects brought 
on board the 3 Ships lately arrived at Lisbon from 
Brafil, and regifter’d for the King, confilts of 11 Chetts 
with Gold in Specie and in Ingots, each Chet valued 
at 500,000 Crufadoes. T he Effects brought by a 
Ship from Goa, are faid to amount to g Millions of 
Crufadoes, including 8760 Carats of Diamonds, and a 
Vefiel.

Some Advices from Paris fay, that before the Count 
de Montijo fet out for Spain, he had three Conferences 
{aeeeflively with the Cardinal de Fleury, and other Mi- 
nifters of State, and was received at Court with great 
Marks of Diftinction. 

Letters from Vienna fay, that it has been determin’d 
by the Emperor in Council, that if the Court of Spain 
dées not come into the Terms of the Accommodation 
fettied with that of France, the Emperor fhall fend the 
gtéaceft Part of his Troops trom the Empire to Italy, 
in Order to fecure the Pof*flion of the Dutchies of 
Mantua, Parma, and Placentia, as alfo the great Dutchy 
of Tuftany, for the Duke of Lorain.
